This is often a 


hardship, for although your individual bill m ay 


be trifling, if it is multiplied m a n y times through 


failure to collect from other subscribers as well, it 


m a y be difficult, if not impossible, for the you ng 


merchant to finance his new spaper route. 


Your kindness in h avin g the money ready for the 


new spaper boy on his collection d a y will save 


him m a n y steps by m a k in g call-backs unneces­ 


sary, an d it will enable him to meet the expenses 


of his business, lf you are unable to be home on 


collection days, it m ay be possible for you to m ake 


some arrangem ent whereby your carrier boy can 


be paid. Your consideration will be much a p p re ­ 


ciated, an d your carrier boy will be able to serve 


you better.
